HAIL INSURANCE. 

Although we have not been troubi- 
ed with any hail this season as yet il 
would be well for farmers to be pre- 
pared. The Northwest government 
insures wheat, oats, berley and flax 
agaisnt hail up to $4.00 an acre, at a 
midimum cost of 10 cents and a, maxi- 
mum cost of 20 cents an acre. Forms 
of application for insurance with full 
information attached can be procured 
at any post office. Ten cents for 
each acre insyred must be forwarded 
with, the application. For the purpose 
of adjustment under the ordinance ni 
accownt is taken of the value of the 
crop, and in the event of partial loss 
the amount of compensation to be 
paid, bears the same: proportion to the 
total ampunt of insurance that the loss 
bears to the total am«unt o* crop. Not 
less than the total area of any variety 
of crop grown wpon any certain quar- 
ter section will b2 insured.

Contagious Sore Eyes in Cattle. 


“There exists each summer in the 
United States and Canada a contag- 


ious inflammation of the eyes a 
cattle that is popularly called “pinke 
eye” from the red and inflamed ap- 
pearance of the eye. The disease is 
quite widely distributed, and while it 
occurs at all seasons of the year, it 
Is most frequently observed, during the 
summer months while cattle are on 
pasture, as dust and pollen from planis 
increase the irritation of the eye. The 
disease was first observed in this State 
in 1890,—“says N. S Mayo, of the 
Kansas Experiment  Station,—“Bui 
since that time has spread rapidly and 
1s now quite common. The disease 
seems to attack young cattle rather 
than old, but cattle of all ages will 
ae it, and it ye to affect old cat- 
e more severely than calves. It does 
not affect other animals ihan cattie. 


_The cause of the disease has not been 
discovered, although it is believed to be 
due to a germ. The manner in which 
the disease is spread from one animal 
to another is little understood, al- 
though flies are believed to play an 
important part. The disease, how- 
ever, spreads during the winter when 
there are no flies about. Direci con- 
tact seems to be a means of spread 
ing the disease. There is a popular 
idea that pollen and dust cause the dis- 
ease. They undoubtedly aggravate it, 
but the disease must be introduced into 
a locality by an infected animal. 

The first symptom usually roiiced is 
a profuse discharge of tears from one 
eye, running down over the face. Dust 
and dirt often adhere to the moist 
fair, and a dirty streak is observed es- 
pecially in white faced cattle, extend- 
ing from the inner corner of the eye 
downward across the face. The dis- 
ease usually begins in one eye, and 
later attacks the other eye. In some 
cases both eyes may be attacked at 
the same time. Associated with the 
discharge of tears is a swelling of the 
eyelids which are nearly closed, partly 
from the swelliag, but principally to 
keep the light from. the eye, as bright 
light seems to increase the pain. The 
front part of the eyeball becomes 
milky white in appearance, and one 
spot usually red or copper colored. At 
this point an abcess or small gather- 
ing usually forms and looks to be a 
reddish fleshy mass. It breaks and 
discharges a small amount of pus or 
matter that escapes with the tears. As 
the animal recovers and the eye re- 
sumes its normal condition, a white 
speck remains on the eyelid for some 


| time as a scar showing where the ab- 


cess existed. In a few cases this abcess 
weakens the front of the eye to such 
an extent that it bursts and ailows 
the contents of the anterior chamber 
of the eye to escape. A few of the 
cases where the eye bursts will heal 
and the animal will recover the sight; 
but ia a majority of the cases the ani- 
mal will be permanently blind in that 
eye. A few cases are reported where 
both eyes have burst and the animal 
was permanently blind in both eyes. 
During the acute stages of the disease 
if both eyes are affected at the same 
time, the inflammation may be £0 
severe 28 to cause a temporary blind- 
ness, the animals being unable to see 
at all, and it is necessary to feed and 
water them to prevent them from fall- 
ing away rapidly in flesh. If the ani- 
mal has the disease in an acute form 
there is often some fever assobiated 
with it; and in practically all cases the 
animals cease to ruminate, and stand 
about with ears lopped and eyes clos- 
ed exhibiting all signs of severe suffer- 
ing. Milch cows usually fall away iv 
the amount of milk secreted, or in 
severe cases it may be stopped entire- 
lyy Owing to a closing of the eyes to- 
gether with pain, the animals do not 
eat well, especially while at_ pasture, 
and as a result fall away in flesh. 
Since practically no animals die of this 
disease and oniy a few, are permanent- 
ly affected as to sight, the greatest 
loss is in the shrinkage of flesh that 
follows the attack of the disease. 

If possible the disease should be pre- 
vented by keeping infected animals 
away from the healthy. After the dis- 
ease is once introduced amongst a 
bunch of cattle, by separating and 
isolating the affected animals as 
sooa as the first symptoms are shown, 
the disease can be checked. It is not 
practicable io attempt to treat 2 
large number of animals unless they 
should be especially valuable Or suf- 
fer from the disease in a severe form. 
When it is advisable to treat an ani- 
mal it should be placed in a darkened 
stable, the eyes thoroughly washed 
with cold water, all secretions remov- 
ed, and a solutioa of boric acid, twenty 
grains dissolved in an ounce of water, 
should be applied. A few drops of Har- 
lem oil, or a little ointment made by 
mixing one part of finely pulverized 
iodoform, with twelve parts of fresh 
lard or vaseline can be applied direct- 
ly to the eyeball, by puiting it on the 
inside ef the eyelid, and gently rub- 
bing it over the surface. Cloths wet 
with cold water and. kept over the eyes 
are useful in reducing the inflamm1.- 
tion. Practically all animals make a 
good recovery in from three to four 


reeks.

While congratulating ourselves on 
the result of ihe exhibition there are 
certain points connected with it of 
which we have no great reason to be 
proud. One of these is the small show 
of local pureprea cattre. While there 
was a fine show of purebred  short- 
horas and herefords the shGw was 
made by cutside exhibitors. Th herds 
of Messrs. Talbot and Palmer, of La- 
combe, ard Bennie, ot Castle Avery, 
Manitoba, were the strength of — the 
show in cattle. In properiion as these 
gentlemen deserve credit for their en- 
terprise in coming so far to exhibit 
the farmers ard stockmen o: the coun- 
try immediately :urrounding Edmon- 
ton show at a disadvantage, Of course 
had like interest and enterprise been 
chown by local men ther: were not 
nearly enough shed; on the grounds io 
necommodate what would have been 
offered. But the exhibition direccars 
would ouly have been too happy to sup- 
ply the deficiency; as they did on shiori 
the case of horses. 
Facmers sitting at home or 
keeping their siock there wiil 
never decide whether they have ihe 
best cr oly the next best ani- 
male. The way to fiud out the meas- 
ure of cuccess achieved Is to judge by 
results, after comparison. It is no 
use for a farmer to say, “I had just as 
good :tdck at home VS were ac ihe 
fair.” Perhaps he bad and perhaps he 
had .’t. Neither he anyon = else 
can be sure unless and until the ani- 
mals are seen together. Every prac- 
tical man who was a. the show wil’(adl- 
mit thai ihe deciziois given anil the 
compnri:ous which he was enabled to 
make gave him a better understanding 
of what was required in his work. The

The cash value to result from the es- 
tablishment of the purebred siock in- 
dustry in this district must be amply 
evident. As was pointed out at the 
agriculturai dinner, we have special ad- 
vantages over Ontario and the Uniied 
Sittates, and in our milder wincers, and 
more abundant oat and regt crops we 
have a distinct advantage over other 
parts of the Canadian West. A few 
of our farmers raising $100 calves in- 
stead of $10 ones wauld very consider- 
albly increase the weaith of the dis- 
trict, but the principal increase would 
come from the general improvement 
certain to result whereby the cattle 
of the district would become high pric- 
ed choice animals instead of the low 
priced scrubs which so many of them 
are. North Alberta should be 
choice part of the Daminiion ax{ a) breed- 
iog ground for purebred cattle. What 
has been done at Lacombe shows what 
can pe done elsewhere. There is no 
reason why Mr. Talbot’s praphecy as 
to taking prizes at Toronto should not 
come true, and more than true be- 
fore many years. If any better way 
of helping out thai result can be sug- 
gested than by holding a first class 
yearly show fair at Edmonton it is 
in order to make the suggestion: If 
there is no betier way, then self in- 
terest should induce every stock raiser 
on either a large or small scale im 
Northern Alberta to take agy active 
interest in the fair. 

But if the local men were short on 
puce bred cattle they were long on 
hogs. The show of blacks, both Berk- 
shire and Poland China, and of Tam- 
worths was most creditable. The an- 
imals were evidently well bred and well 
cared for. The number and kind of 
hogs shown is an indication o0° the 
prominence which the hog raising 
branch of farming is reaching here. 
The feed raised is adapted to making 
bacon and hams of the first quality 
ajt_ a moderate cost. Hogs have prov- 
en profitable and are a strong stand- 
by of many if not most of ‘the best 
farmers in the district, Three local 
packing houses—not all om an equal 
scale but all in business—are good en- 
ough evidence of the substantial hold 
which hog raising has taken im this 
district. : ; \ 

The show of farm hearsay included 
some very good animals. It was local 
and it was not small. But the small 
number of stallions showed that the 
men who are most interested in im- 
proving the horses of the district did 
not take an aciive . interest in the 
show. This was a pity and a mistake 
as well. Unless the stalliand o8 the 
different classes are shown there is 
little advantage from a breeder’s point 
of view in showing other horse stock. 

The almost total absencecf sheep 
would indicate that they are almost 
extinct in the district. And measur- 
ably speaking that would not be very 
far from the truth. For one reason cr 
another sheep raising has been going 
backward rather than forward in this | 


ihe 


di‘trict during recent years. One 
reason given is the losses by coyotes, 
ard probably this is ths, ‘princtps! 
reasos, With coyqies around ic ip 
cheaper for mot farmers to do with- 
out cheep than to protect them from 
the coyotes, EBesides the great use- 
fulness of the sheep in Eastern Can- 
adi in the early days—the home maru- 
factura of the wool—is lacking here. 
A spinning whee! is 2 curosity in a 
farm house. The woollen factory and 
the knitting factory, strange tq way 
have killed off farm bands of sheep 
as completely as the coyates. Sheep 
are now raised on the farm to supply 
fresh meat in summer rather than for 
the sake of the wool. : | 
The horse races were said to be very 
good by thuse who are expert in such 
matters. Certainly a number of horses 
were brought from long distances ai 
great expense. Local borsemern com- 
peted in the several races, and ihere 
was a good Cpporunity to sea jusi what 
these local horses could do. A_ horse 
race is nothing of itself, and a_ race 
horse by his winning does not serve any 
useful purpose. But the race horse is 
the highest development of horse flesh, 
and a horse rage is a demonstration 0° 
the climax of human skill applied to 
the development, training and manage- 
ment of the most intelligent and most 
universally useful of ali the animals. 
The interest which horse races always 
excite is therefore not to be wondered 
at. They are admitted to be the great 
attractiorc of aJJ agricultural fairs. Mor 
they are a part of the show that every 
one that is alive and can s2e iakes an 
icterest in. It is right therefore that 
large prizes should be offered for the 
horse races. Hor that is ihe only way 
to eacure an interesting race, and ‘hat 
is the surest way to draw. a crowd and 
swell the gate receipts. It should rot 
be forgotten that after all it is the 
gate receipts which make the fair pos- 
sible and therefore that ihe spectato-s 
who furnish the gate receipts are en- 
titled to consideration in the horse 
races. The betier the speciators are 
entertained the larger the gate re- 
eeipts will be another year. [f they 
are dissatisfied with ihe entertain- 
ment received the effect will be felt 
im next year’s gate receipis. Veople 
come to the show, very largely to sce 
the horse races, And it is only geo! 
business to bring the races on prompt- 
ly so that the crowd will have as liitle 
waiting between races as possible, 
They came out prepared to spend ihe 
afternoon it is true; put it is nai - to 
sperd the afternoon bui the 
races that they came. - To kocp chree 
to five thousand peagple waiting ‘or 
from a quarter to half an hour be- 
tween races is not good) business, even 
though the hor:emen should be pui 
to come slight inconvenience in bring- 
ing them on more quickly. The heats

STO Y PLAIN RESERVE 

A. W. Porton, D. L. S&S, of the Indian 
department survey, ‘has compleied 
‘he work of subdividing the nort herly 
two miles of the Stony Plain reserve. 
The reserve is seven miles in length 
from east to west. ‘The poriio 1 sub- 
divided therefore contains 56 quar- 
ter sections. The easterly iwo miles of 
the strip is not on the plain. It lies in 
the low partly timbered and partly 
swampy land east of the plain. Bui 
the remaining 48 quarter sections are 
mugnilicent land, near town and with 
large settlemenis adjoining to the 
north and west. The Indians have 
agreed to currender this iwpo mile st rip 
so that it may be sold, they of course 
getting the benefit of the price paid. 
The sale will probably be mada some 
time this summer. The usual prac- 
tice is to offer such lands for sale in 
guarter sections by tender subject to 
am upset price, It will be of great 
advantage to both the Indians and the 
settlements to have this land sold. A 
valuable wealth producing and tax- 
able arex will be added to the region 
convenient to tqwn, and the Indians 
will receive a yearly income far in 
excess of any value the land ‘was or 
would ever be to them.

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FROM MANITOBA 

One of the foremost exhibitors of 
stock at the Edmonton fair last week 
same frem Min'‘toba. This fact hes two 
sides, one i: thai Alberta is sufficieni- 
ly and favorably known as to atiraci a 
Manitoba breeder of thoroughbred 
shorthoras to one of its annual fairs; 
the other is that the would-be exhibi- 
tor, who brings his stock over 1,000 
miles, must have more than the ordin- 
ary push and enterprise. 

Mr. Bernie, who is associated wiih 
his brother, was boro and brought up 
on, a farm at Kilsythe, about 12 miles 
from Glasgow, Sierlingshire, where he 
spent the earlier years of his life. Soon 
this young Sco* hecame restless, the 
land o’cakes did not offer inducements 
sufficiently attractive to keep him at 
home; in South Africa, there was ex- 
citement, and there he went. He got 
as far as Kimberley where, having a 
good knowledge of catile, he embark- 
ed in the dead meat trade. But after 
6 years residence in that climate he con- 
tracted rheumatism; for this ailment 
he took the advice of no less a notor- 
iety, than Dr. Jamieson (of the Jamie- 
soa raid), and was advised to leave the 
couatry for another clime. He re 
turued io Scotland, where he made but 
a short stay, then accompanied by 
his brother William, he came to Can- 
ada, proceeding at once to Casile 
Avery, Manitoba. This settlement is 
north of Moosomin and forty miles 
from the railway. The Bennie ranch, 
which is 7 miles from the post office, 
was certainly well chosen, though the 
brothers had to squat for four years 
before they could secure the home- 
steads of their choice. The squat- 
ters now utilized to advantage their 
experience in handling beef cattle, in 
buyiog steers from the farmers and 
selling to dealers, ; 

Four years ago these dealers not be- 
ing satisfied with the class of cattle 
in their neighborhood they decided io 
introduce imprgved stock. With ihis ob- 
ject in view, they purchased a herd 
from that well known Canadian breed- 
er of shorthorns, Dr. Edwards, of 
Rockland This venture cost - $3,000, 
but gave them a start with 2 bulls, 11 
cows and 11 calves. Notwithstanding 
some of the progeny, has been disposed 
of to advantage each year, the herd 
now. consists of 65 head, some of which 
were exhibited here and carried off 
8 prizes, viz.; 2 first and 6 second: 

These breeders do not confine their 
attention to cattle alone but devote a 
share of their capital and time to rais- 
thoroughbred Clydesdale horses of 
which they own 12 head. Aberdeen, 
2ud prize at the Toronto and Winni- 
peg fairs,standsin theirstablesas well 
as a 2 year old filly off McQueen, wha 
sired the champion at the World’s 
Fair and others of fine strain and long 
pedigree, ( 

On the farm 100 acres of land are 
cultivated principally i: oats, the 
whole of the prodyce is Gsvgted to feed 
for the stock. These settlers are quite 
satisfied with Canada, and particularly 
Manitoba, especially their own neigh- 
borhoad. This applies to the whole 
settlement, who are nearly all like 
themselves, Scotchmen. Some of whom 
were shepherds in the “old country,” 
and are now well to do farmers, though 
they started with little or nothing. 

Thirty miles north of Castle Avery 
there is a Doukaborski settlement. 
These people live im a village; their 
farming being done in community. 
Some work out and in the summer 
time, the women devoie their attention 
to gathering seneca root. To do this 
they camp out on the prairies and 
often make as much as $5 per day. 
These people are industrious, law abid- 
ing and are not looked upon with the 
same disfavor as extended to the Gali- 
cians who are settled some distance 
further north. 

The bad weather and - consequent 
washouts, which combined have caused 
the postponement of the Calgary fair, 
is a disappointment to this pilgrim 
exhibitor. . 

The show of thorougiibreds from 
Manitoba and other points will 
doubtless result in inducing some, at 
leat, of the farmers around Edmon- 
ton to improve their stock. 

In the near future let the motto of 
the Edmonton farmers be “What we 
have we hold,” and thus endeavor to 
keep the prize money at home.

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PROFITABLE CAITIE RAISING. 

While at Edmonton, Mr. Duncan An- 
derson, who came here under instruc- 
tions from the Nor. hwest government, 
to act as judge of exhibits at the fair, 
in- 
ctructive infermation regarding the 
breeding and raising of cattle. North- 
ern Alberta, said the speaker, is par- 
ticularly adapted to both beef and 
dairy stock. With reference to the 
first named; the most important ques- 
tion ip decide at the outset is, ‘the 
breed of cattle youu intend to raise. No 
matter what vou chipose, be it Short- 
horn, Hereford, Galloivay or  Polled 
Avgus keep to the one and grade up. 
From this course, experience has prov- 
ed that ihe best results are attained. 
Having decided on this one point, now, 
choose your bull—this should in every 
case be the very_best obtainable. When 
making your selection the fundumental 
qualities required are; 1st constitu’ 
tion; 2nd aptitude to lay on flesh 
cheaply and quickly; and 3rd having 
“the proper conformation or shape so 
that, when finished, the product will 
find a ready sale, ae | Fae es 

The exterior indications of a good 
eoustituiion are; A good broad fore- 
head, prominent brisket, wide breast 
anda thick heart girth. uy 

The farmer must not lose sight of 
the fact that he is to all intents and 
purposes a manufacturer: Here in 
Northern Alberta he is a long way 
from market and must therefore, as 
much as possible, condenss his pror 
ducts. The mai who sells nothing but 
the actual grain crop off his farm is 
a “hewer of wood and drawer of wa- 
ter.” He gets but ihe one profit, but 
the main who converts the raw. mater- 
ial, raised on the farm, by feeding cat- 
tle ard, hogs, gets a double profit. For 
it is from this finished product that 
the profit is sealized. The maiuuac- 
facturer, or farmer in this instance, 
who has the ability io work up| ihe by- 
products is a success, The by-product 
of the farmer is the “skim milk.” 

The beef animal, cow, or steer, has 
‘been aptly compared to a‘machine. A 
mavufacturer who runs his machinery 
with a boiler which requires half the 
fuel expeided by his competitor is 
making just so much mere profit than 
the whole cost of the extra fuel. Sp 
it is with the farmer and his steers; 
the animal thai requiries double ration 
to put ou beef is making only hali the 
profit of the economical feeder and is, 
therefore, ai unprofita*le machine. 

Th enative steer is an unprofitable 
machine. He is too bony and angular 
and, when fed, puts on tallow. instead 
of beef. The former is worth 4c per 
lb. and the latter 18c in the Chicago 
market. It is, therefore, in the judi- 
cious selection and successful breeding 
that@he intelligent farmer exhibits his 
skill. ere 

A short time ago a test was made by 
the agriculiural college, Iowa, U. A, 
the result of which will doubtless be of 
interest to those engaged in stock 
raising.—Tjwo steers, of the same size, 
were selected one a grade Jersey, the 
other a grade Hereford, each received 
the same food, care and attention for 
nine months. The Jersey grade would 
be about the same shape as a native 
tieer. Both animals showed about 
the same daily gain (2 lbs.), Both 
were cert to Chicago the same day. 
On that dy twenty-six thousand 
head were sold in the = stock 
yards. The Hereford browght just 
$2.25 per 100 lbs. live weight more 
than the Jersey, For this reason; 
both steers were followed io the block 
—the Jersey weighed 763 lbs. carcase 
weight, made up as follows; 190 Ibs. 
internal tallow. 55ibsuet, or 245lb ial- 
law, and suet, equal to 32 per ceni. of 
the whole;. this left 518 lbs. meat and 
bone, but not much tenderloin which, 
that day was worih 18c per lb. Prar- 
tically one -third of this animal was 
tallow worth only 4c per ib. Steers of 
this kind are “unprofitable machines,’ 
The Hereford scaled 888, with but 95 
lbs tallow and 38 Ibs suet, equaf to 
183 los. or 15 per cent of the while 
leaving 755 los meat and bone, with 
a large percentage of meat on the 
back. This truly was a “profitable 
machine.” 

The best general indications p? a 
good feeder are; A fairly large mouth, 
cpen nostril and prominent eye.--Bui, 
with these, those that never fail are; 
A loove, mellow, pliable skin of medium 
thickness and a soft silky cout, for 
these are actually the evidences of the 
digestive power of an animet. ; 

The type of the good beef animaj as 
pointed out by Mr. Anderson, while in 
the prize ring, on the fair ground, 
was thus described,—“‘A masculine 
head, short round thick neck, wide as 
as possible on top of the shoulders and 
behind the shoulders, (never buy any 
animal with a narrow crop, for he is 
generally a poor feeder and never 
Wears when he is fed), the ribs must be 
weli sprung,—running out at right 
angles from the back bone, in ardar io 
give a broad back and room to put 
on beef, that is the tenderloin and the 
mo-t profitabie part af a beef animal. 
From the hoof te the tail head, there 
should be ro drop, in fact from the 
rise of the shoulder, the tap should be 
straight, level and broid. From the 
tail head to the hock should be meaty,” 
that is a righi angle as near as possibie 
From ‘the bottgm pari of the thigh to 
the brisket should be a fairly straight 
underline. The general appearance of 
a “winner” can be summed up 2s a 
short legged, low: set, wide mauthed 
animal.—This is the “profitable ma 
chine,’ a , ‘ . 

The critical times in the life of a 
beef animal are in the first monihs 


gave come very interesting and 


acd weaning time, If weaned in the 
fall and put on dry feed exposed tothe 
stormy winter blast, it soon runs 
down. It should be comfortably hous- 
ed and well cared for and fed on 
thopped oats and bran, if no roots, 
with hay, straw and chaff. | By this 
treatment it gains a year as_ it 
is in a condition ta feed up} as soon 
as the rew grass grows in the spring. 

No animals prosper as well as those 
who get succulent roots such as 
turnips and mangolds and nothing 
growa in roots, for stock, excels the 
“Swede,” though for cows they have 
certain, , objectionable effects. All 
young stock should be fed a liberal 
supply of roots with hay and bran ‘or 
the first winter at any rate. In fecd- 
ing grain the best results have always 
been attained by giving a mixed ra- 
tion rather than by feeding any one 
single kind of grain. 

The dairy cow, in con- 
formation is almost the opposite of 
the beef animal. ‘he head should be 
fairly small, fine and clean, that is 
somewhat after the lines of a thor- 
oughbred horse. A mild, prominent 
and large, but not wild eye. Broud be- 
tween the eyes and of fair Iength from 
the eyes to the nostrils. Neck long, 
thin and flat. The shoulders should be 
thin and flat and run up like the 
withers of a horse. The good cow is 
thin at the thighs with the flank +vell 
cut up, in order to give ‘udder recon. 
The ribs, from the back boue, sharp 
and widening out downwards. The 
front view of a good aniimal is wide 
behind and narrowing towards the 
front and may fairly be described as 
wedge shaper, 

Still it must be borne in mind ihat 
the only sure way io estimate the qual- 
ity of a dairy cow is with the milk pail 
and the Babcock test. : 

The sole way to breed good dairy 
cows is by weeding out the scrubs, by 
improving the stock and by educating. 

Good housing, proper care and at- 
tention, with patience and kindness is 
the price of success in wreeding good 
dairy cows, 

Neglect ard the “good enough” style 
of cattle keeping; which means the 
animals standing out in the cold all 
day and being tied up in an. aper 
draughty building all night, will result 
in failuce for the “butter fat is blown 
out of the milk.”. 

The good dairy cow is a_ scientific 
prodact, the result of experiment and 
euterprise of generations,

animal, particularly the siall fed, and 
the ideal dairy cow. All the requisiies 
are at hand or obtainable. The best 
of native grassesin abundance,a coun- 
try admirably suited to the success- 
ful raising of grain of all kinds and 
cultivated grasses when required, wiih 
a root producing soil and climate sec- 
ond to ndthing in the world and a mat 
ket of great possibilities io the west- 
ward capable of unlimited expansion. 
The laws of evolution will surely not 
fail here. For we had the Indian and 
the ‘buffalo then the rancher aad 
grass fed steer. These will eventyally 
give way to the farmer and the stall 
fed bullock and fine dairy cow. 

The western rancher of the Uniied 
States is already crowded. out for want 
of grass and is crossing the line, where 
in time the conditions will become the 
fame as those which compel him 
to move. The result will be the “sur- 
vival of the fittest.”

It 
returned south .on Wednesday 
about four o'clock p. m..° The 
heavy rains which did the dam- 
age seemed to be chiefly south of 
Olds.

The flood at Calgary and squythi is ibe 
most serious on record. The | train 
from the east was delayed during Fri- 
day by a washout at Langdon a few 
miles east of Calgary. And where the 
washout had been repaired in front an- 
other occurred ‘behinds The trbin 
crossed the Bow, bridge into Calgary 
on Saturday morning and was the last 
train to do so, Shorily .after” it

The country at Langdon is level 
prairie, usually dry, While the train 
was held there by the washout, rivers 
were ruaning over the prairie. The 
houses near the station were standing 
in water and were reached from thie 
statioa by boats. 

The next train after Saturday’s to 
reach the Bow, bridge had to discharge 
passengers and mails on the east side. 
The passengers walked over the bridge 
and the mails were carried. Another 
train took both to Calgary station. 
This will have to be done until a temr 
porary bridge can be put in which 
will take some weeks, as nothing can 
be done until the tiver falls. ‘ 

West of Calgary there was np travel 
after Friday. The track was gone at 
Shaganappi point, one of the Twin 
bridges was gone and there were other 
washouts. It was hoped, however, 
that transfers to and from the west 
could be made on Wednesday . The 
water fell three feet on Tuesday. 

The Langevin traffic bridge across 
the Bow, was out of water but the ap- 
proaches were covered. Passengers for 
the north were ferried to and from the 
bridge and were then taken by team 
to the C. & E. train above the wash- 
out on Nose Creek. The Calgary . & 
Edmonton railway bridge is thought 
to be still sound, bui the track is wash- 
ed away at both ends. The full dam- 
age cacmnot be estimated, nor the dam- 
age repaired until the waters go down. 

South of Calgary the washouts on 
the C. & E. towards MacLeod are re- 
ported tio be very numerous and very 
bad.
